OHIO STATE UNIVERSITY 


The Ohio State University, founded 1870, is the largest university in the State 
of Ohio, and ranks sixth in size in the United States, and fourth amoung State Universities, 
The total enrollment is over 8,000. 

The University is located in the northern part of the city of Columbus. The 
campus and farm lands cover seven hundred and fifty acres. There are thirty six buildings 
and four residences on the campus, the total value of the land and buildings is over eight 
millon dollars. The Ohio State University is a part of the educational facilities maintained 
by the state® 

There are eleven separate colleges and a graduate school, each under the 
administration cf a Dean and college Faculty.
